The Russians earlier reporied 
that widspread guerrilla warfare 
had broken out behind the Ger- 
man lines in the vital White 
Russia region while the battle- 
front itself remained quiet with 
the Red army poised along the 
Stalin line ready for a new of- 
fensive by the stalled Nazi war 
machine. 

The official Tass news agency | 
gaid that “the flames of a nation- 
wide guerrilla war are enveloping 
the districts of Soviet Byelo-Rus- 
sian (White Russia) captured by 
German Fascists.” The agency 
told of numerous instances of 
these harassing tectics, notably in 
the region about Pinsk, a town in 
the Pinsk marshes far behind the 
German lines declared to be still 
in Soviet hands.

several weeks of self-denial in saving electric- 
itv for National Defense—and we did it 
promptly. But beginning MONDAY, JULY 21, 
we must ask you again to limit your use of elec- 
tricity. 


Here are the reasons why partial relaxing of 
the restrictions was possible for a temporary 
period, and why we are again asking you to co- 
overate in the program of curtailed use set out 
elsewhere in this advertisement. 


1. The heavy rains swelled the rivers to 
above-normal levels: in fact. to near flood 
stages. Certain of our hydroelectric plants are 
overated by the stream flow of the rivers: others 
are supplied by storage reservoirs. While the 
rivers were running high. the stream-flow plants 
could run at full capacity — for a time. 


2. This condition was purely temporary. The 
water is now going on down the rivers to the 
ocean. While the high water lasted. the power 
available from these stream-flow plants. plus 
the power generated hy steam-electrie plants. 
was sufficient to permit our customers to nse 
electricity somewhat more freely than during 
the previous month. 


3. Our storage lakes benefited to some ex- 
tent from the rains. but they are by no means 
full. At the present time the total storage is less 
than half of what it should be at this time of 
vear. With the normally drv fall season ap- 
proaching, the stored water must he preserved 
as a safequard against future interruptions in 
the power supply. 


4. National Defense is still calling for more 
and more power. Our “vacation” in Georgia 


was not because there has been any decrease 
in defense needs for power; it was only because 
high water in the rivers made extra power 
available temporarily. Now that the rivers are 
subsiding. curtailment must be resumed. 


Here is the new program in brief: 


Beginning Monday. July 21. industries are 
asked to operate on the curtailment schedules 
in effect up to July 7. These schedules provide 
for a one-third reduction in the use of power 
on week days from 7 A.M. to 11 P.M. They 
permit full operation only at night, from 11 
P.M. to 7 A.M., and on Saturdays and Sun- 
days. 


Stores and other commercial users are asked 
to contribute their share to the program by dis- 
continuing all exterior. sign and show window 
lighting except hetween dusk and 9:30 P.M.s 
to reduce their air-conditioning; to limit their 
elevator service as hefore: and. in general. to 
restrict their use of motor power as much as 
possible. This applies onlv on week davs from 
Monday through Friday. There are no restric 
tions on Saturday afternoons and Sundavs. 


The curtailment of white way lighting should 
continue on the hasis in effect before July 7. 


There are so many variations in home cone 
ditions that it is impossible to outline a specifie 
program. Briefly. residential users are asked 
not to waste electricity. 


We would like to he able to tell vou how 
long the curtailment must continue but we 
cannot, for it depends on two conditions that 
are unpredictable —the National Defense pro- 
gram and future rainfall. We can say that un- 
restricted use of electric service now might re- 
sult in even worse restrictions later on. We are 
confident we can count on your cooperation in 
the future as freely as we have in the past.

SURFACE SMASHERS. 


Fishermen now appreciate the 
pleasure obtainable from surface 
lures, of which there are several 
types. Undoubtedly, you-have had 
the experience while picking out 
a backlash, of faving given a 
slight wiggle to your rod—thereby 
moving slightly the bait—to have 
been surprised by a. startling 
smash from Mr. Fish, who had 
been standing by watching it. This 
proves that lures do not have to be 
operated fast to produce strikes; In 
fact, bass can be teased to hit a 
slowly operated surface lure when 
they will refuse fast-moving plugs. 

The operation of surface lures 
can be divided into three types, 
each calling for a separate method 
of manipulation, and each very ef- 
fective. 

1. The Surface Twiteh—A meth- 
od of operating a lure -by moving 
the rod tip ever so gently but 
sufficient enough to joggle the 
bait. This is very effective with 
floating-and-diving lures like the 
| “river-runt,” ‘“‘flap-tail,”’ “‘lucky 
13” and ‘210 super-surface.” Float- 
ing baits of the “river-runt”’ type 
should be allowed to le still and 
then given slight twitch when 
it will dive slightly under and 
come to the top. The ‘‘flap-tail’ 
operates a spoon at the rear which 
revolves gently at a slow speed. 
The “No. 210” has a round metal

FLORIDA TAKES ACTION. 


From Jimmy Shaw, of the Florida Game and Fish Commission, 
comes the report on the action of the recent general assembly, which 
did great things for the wildlife in that state through the enactment 
of a progressive legislative program. Eight general laws and 60 
local acts placing conservative curbs on the taking of game and fish 
were enacted. 

Recognizing the need for conserving Florida’s game fish, the legis- 
lature reduced the dailv bag limits on fresh water fish in acordance 
with the recommendations of the state commission. The act also 
limited possession to one day’s bag. 

Florida’s over-liberal bag lHm1t 
on black bass in former years was 
12, but the new law reduces this 
‘limit to eight. 

3-SHELL CAPACITY. 

One of the provisions of federal 
law in the taking of migratory 
game birds, the limit on shell ca- 
pacity of shotguns, or their plug- 
'ging to the limit, has been enact- 
ed into state law by an act of the 
legislature. 

The limitation now reads: 
“Game birds and game animals 
shall be taken with a 
shotgun not larger than a 10- 
gauge and of not more than 
three-shell capacity (gun may 
be plugged so as to limit ca- 
pacity to not more than three 
shells) “ 

This limitation, sponsored by the 
commission, designed to elim- 
inate many of the. long shots that 

often cripple game, which die 
later of their wounds. It matches 
the federal regulation, thus en- 
abling conservation officers better 
'to enforce the state and federal 
‘laws in hunting. 

BASS LAWS STRICTER. 

The enforcement of Florida’s 
laws against the commercializa- | 
tion of black bass will be much) 
easier under the new and strin- | 
|gent regulations included in the, 
‘new law. 
| The act provides for seizure and 
confiscation of any equipment 
‘used to take or transport black 
bass illegally, sets the limit on 
this species at eight, and limits 
possession to one day’s bag. 

The law forbids the taking of | 
black bass by any device other | 
than pole and line, bob, spinner, | 
lure or troll, manually oper- | 
ated.

“A message to you at this time 
must necessarily be based on plans 
for the future. 

“We face a great world crisis. 
Either our representative form of 
government will be preserved 
through sacrifice, work and prayer 
or else some new form of govern- 
ment mav come about because we 
are apathetic and_ selfish—apa- 
thetic in believing that there is no 
real danger and selfish because we 
are not willing to give up many of 
the luxuries we have become 3c- 
customed to in this country. 

“A national defense program at 
this time is essential: yet many of 
our people are reluctant to par- 
ticipate. Among our women, the 
reason is purely psychological. We 
have wanted peace, prayed for 
peace and worked for peace for so 
many years that it is difficult for 


us to adjust our thinking so that 
we can work for military defense. 
This a dangerous attitude to 
assume. 

“At a time when the world is !n 
chaotic condition, a strong na- 
tional defense program in the 
United States the only thing 
that will insure peace. No foreign 
foe will attempt to invade this 
country if we are adequately de- 
fended. Such a program means 
sacrifice, re-creation of the pio- 
neer spirit our forefathers, re- 
ligious fortitude, elimination of 
self-seeking and of the materialis- 
tic attitude which has dominated 
so many of our people during the 
last decade or So. 

“Every woman in 
States should play an important 
part in the defense program be- 
cause it is the women who suffer 
the most poignant grief when dis- 
aster comes to a country. 

“As president of the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, I 3in 
asking each of our 2,000,000 affil- 
iated women to assume some defi- 
nite responsibility in helping to 
build a great national defense pro- 
gram. I am counting on you. I 
know that the women of this coun- 
try will not fail.”

OBACCO FARMERS Hope the AUCTIONEE

HE singing chatter of the 
tohacco auctioneer will 
soon be flooding the heart 


of Georgia's tobacco belt. 

It will be sweet music to the 
weary men of the soil w ho have 
sweated and toiled to produce 
the bright golden leaf—musIc 
hecause it will send dollars jing- 
ling into their pockets. 

It will mean that Ma and the 
kids will get that new roof they 
have been needing for low these 
many months. Don’t know how 
they could stand the rain pour- 
ing in on them much longer. 

It will mean that Sis can go 
to town and buy that blue cali- 
co dress she’s been worrying Ma 
about. claiming she aint got a 
decent rag to wear when Frank 
Moore’s boy, who lives over 
across the field, comes a-callin’. 

Maybe the kids can even have 
some shoes, now. They've been 
going barefooted for quite a 
spell. And there’s old Ned, the 
Negro hired man. He'll prob- 
ably get one of them cheap suits 
like they have at the depart- 
ment store in town. Always 
growlin’ ’cause he has to go to 
Sunday meetin’ in his dirty 
overalls. 


THINGS WILL BE 

SOME BETTER 

Things will be changed quite a 
bit for the average tobacco belt 
family. There'll be plenty to eat 
and wear for the next few 
months, 


With the opening of the to- 
bacco season only a few weeks 
eway, how does the picture 
shape up for Georgia as a 
whole? Will everything be as 
bright as it has been in the past 
for the tobacco growers? 


Naturally, the war is to be 
taken into consideration. It will 
be casting its shadow across the 
fortunes of the Georgia farmer. 
But the shadow may not be as 
gloomy as some_ economists 
would have us believe. 


In the first place the crop is 
a little bit late this year—ap- 


proximately two weeks, in fact. 
The blue-mold and weather 
conditions are responsible. 

This condition caused _ the 
Georgia farmers to raise a howl 
about the date of the first auc- 
tion. The opening’ was set for 
August 5 by the Tobacco Asso- 
ciation of the United States, and 
it was then that the farmers 
started to stampede and raise all 
sorts of cain about how those 
smart warehousemen up _ in 
Carolina were trying to rob 
them by forcing the price down. 


GEORGIA NEEDS 
SOME MORE TIME 


“Why, ‘taint nothing but rea- 
son that a fellow’s got to have 
time to tie and grade his tobac- 
co properly,” the old-timers 
contended. 

And Commissioner of -Agri- 
culture Tom Linder agreed with 
them. He promptly wrote Geor- 
gia’s senators and congressmen 
asking them to use their influ 
ence to get the opening date 
changed. He declared that if this 
didn’t happen the growers might 
lose as much as $2,000,000 on 
this year’s crop. 

But what about 
for this year? 


All things taken into consid- 
eration, the experts predict it 
will be low again. They esti- 
mate Georgia will produce be- 
tween 60,000,000 and 65,000,000 
pounds. This was about what it 
was last year when the crop 
sold for $12,000,000. 


As a matter of fact, prospects 
for 1941 have changed little if 
any over 1940, when growers, 
especially flue-cured growers, 
received pretty fair prices for 
each pound of the golden leaf 
they took to market. However, 
they had their total farm income 
for the year slashed consider- 
ably by greatly lowered pro- 
duction. 

And this is where World War 
No. 2 comes into the picture. 
Unfortunately for the tobacco 
growers their product is not 
grown entirely for domestic con- 
sumption. And the war, quite

FLUE-CURED CROP 
IS WAR SUFFERER 

Predictions were made in the 
south more than a year ago that 
flue-cured tobacco farmers 
would be among the heaviest 
losers from war developments. 
And right here we might take 
a look at some figures on ex- 
ports, 

Government figures on ex- 
ports reveal that in one year— 
1930—the United States export- 
ed 524,000,000 pounds of leaf. 
The figures started dropping 
early in the 1930-1940 decade 
and dipped to what was a record 
low—343,000,000 pounds—in 
1932.

WANT LOW PRICE 

But much of this is only the 
talk of the economists, who may 
or may not have an ax to grind 
by wanting the~ price forced 
down. 

There's a pretty big ray of 
hope in the fact that British 
stocks of American tobacco 
must be replenished in the next 
year or two if they are not to 
run down. 

The economists come back at 
you and say that this factor may 
be offset by the United King- 
dom’s policy of putting greater 
emphasis on purchases from its 
own domestic sources. 

They say it is reasonable to 
believe that the British manu- 
facturers will rely on using 
from their present stocks as 
long as possible, probably until 
the war situation clarifies itself, 
and will defer as long as possi- 
ble the matter of imports to 
restore stocks to normal lev- 
els. 

But despite all of this war 
talk, the Georgia farmer can 
take hope in a few other factors 
that will be at work when he 
puts his golden leaf on the auc- 
tion block. 

What about consumption at 
home?

HE FIRST fur coats of the season are always the blue ribbon 
T winners. Both in style and infquality of skins they triumph. 
In the early models seem to be used the very choicest furs, 
making the coats the most luxurious and often the best buys of 
the year.

To CULBERTSON

HE Masters’ Individual 
tournament, held in New 


York in May, brought to- 
gether 36 players who had 
earned the right. to participate 
in this event by amassing large 
rumbers of ‘master points” in 
previous tournaments conduct- 
ed by the American Contract 
Bridge League. Theoretically, 
these highly select 36 players 
might be expected to produce a 
brand of bridge that would 
represent the nearest possible 
point to perfection. Alas and 
alack, however, even supermas- 
ters are mortal; in the barrage 
of bids and plays they sent up, 
there were many duds. 

I feel that my readers will be 
interested in pitting their bridge 
prowess against that of the 
masters. Hence, I here present 
a few of the problems that be- 
set the actual contestants and 
corrugated théir~brows. What 
would you do in the following 
situations? My own ideas will 
be found following the ques- 
tions themselves.

Second 
choice, double. Actually, no 
fewer than six South players 
decided to bid only two hearts, 
and they were very sorry mas- 
ters! Their partners, with a 
very fair hand, felt that South 
was expecting to find strength 
in the North hand, hence they 
took no action, and two hearts 
hecame the final contract in all 
cases. Since six hearts were 
made without difficulty, due to 
a favorable break of cards, the 
result was not precisely salu- 
brious., 

In my opinion, it is perfectly 
absurd for South, having pass- 
ed originally, to expect North 
to visualize, from a mere two- 
heart reopening bid, any such 
distributional strength as South 
can supply. Surely, if South had 
held a shade more, he would 
have had a sound opening bid, 
hence a jump at this point can 
scarcely mislead North, and it 
is far too pessimistic to fear that 
a fit in either hearts or clubs 
cannot be found. I have given a 
“double” as second choice, be- 
cause South, with two spades 
and no diamonds, can stand a 
penalty pass from North if the 
latter chooses that action. As a 
matter of fact, I prefer almost 
any bid to the timid two hearts. 


®9 Pass—without a second 
choice. South should feel that 
if he can’t defeat one no trump, 
he is very unlikely to make any

Hearts are trumps and South 
leads.

Solution: South leads the jack 
of clubs, West covers and North 
trumps.

Now South makes the ace of 
spades, the winning club, and 
returns the spade to North’s 


several of the South players who 
held this hand made a coward- 
ly bid of two clubs and, in so 
doing, passed up an easy chance 
to penalize the enemy at least 
300 points. 

There is a very subtle point 
here which involves only dupli- 
cate bridge. If South's four-card 
suit had been a major, he might 
have felt, with logic, that two 
odd, worth 120 points, might be 
made at said major, whereas 
the opponents could perhaps be 
penalized only one trick for 100 
points. In a diamond or club 
contract, however,  three-odd 
would be required to offset even 
a one-trick penalty of the oppo- 
nents’ contract, and the proper 
reasoning is that if three clubs 
can be made with such a hand 


as this, one no trump is bound 


to go down more than a trick. 
It is fatuous to argue that the 
two-club bid, if made, may 
elicit a two-heart or a two- 
spade bid from North. North 
can scarcely fail to be impress- 
ed by South’s failure to leave in 
the double, and he is not apt 
to experiment with suits of his 
own when South has conveyed 
such a strong warning via the 
weakest bid he can make, name- 
ly two clubs. 


3. Double. No second choice. 
One particular South, obvious- 
ly of the. Milquetoast family, 
blithely passed and left it to his 
partner to “take action.” It’s 
pretty silly, I think, for a play- 
er who has raised with three 
spades to the eight spot, to pass 
up.the opportunity to double 
opponents whose “‘pushing”’ is so 
unmistakable. East would have 
bid two hearts instead of two 
diamonds if he had had any 
real ambitions; his three-heart 
action can be nothing but a des- 
peration effort to outbid the op- 
ponents’ part score contract. 

To the great relief of East- 
West, the three-heart contract 
stood unchallenged and undou- 
bled and the two-trick, 100- 
point penalty, did not fatten the 
North-South match point score. 


4. Three no trump. I grant 
that South’s hand is not robust, 
but his two-diamond bid did not 
say that it was, and, despite 
this. North made the strong re- 
bid of two no trump. At a no 
trump, South’s J 10 of. spades 
and of clubs become potentially 
powerful and there is no ex- 
cuse for him to “hang” one short 
of game, even at match points. 
Several South players did pass, 
and lived to regret it inasmuch 
as their partners made nine 
tricks handily.

As if all these bad signs had 
frightened him, Nicholas became 
taciturn, retiring, and disinter- 
ested in state affairs. This gave 
his Empress, Alexandra Feodor- 
ovna, a former Princess of the 
House of Hesse (Germany), an 
opportunity to interfere in the 
government. Even when the 
Empire was crumbling, she rig- 
idly opposed any concessions to 
the people. The Romanov dis- 
aster is largely traceable to this 
stubborness. 


Before her marriage, the 
Czarina had been a reserved, 
cultured, well-educated girl. On 
her mother’s side she was “the 
favorite granddaughter of Queen 
Victoria.” (Victoria of England, 
of course.) During. the early 
years of her marriage, while she 
was bearing Nicholas four 
daughters, she retained her good 
nature. It was after the birth of 
her only son, Alexis, in 1904, 
that she changed, for Alexis had 
the incurable disease of hemo- 
philia. 

She became unbalanced. Her 
overpowering wish was to pre- 
serve the unrestricted power of 
the czars for this child afflicted 
with the disease of bleeding to 
death from a slight wound. She 
opposed every constitutional 
concession to the Russian peo- 
ple because it would have di- 
minished the heritage of her 
son. She wished to make of her 
child another Peter the Great. 

Nicholas fell completely under 
her domination, and obediently 
blocked every reform. Finally, 
even many moderate politicians 
became convinced that the Czar 
must be removed for the sake of 
peace and progress. 

When doctors could not cure 
Alexis, his already superstitious 
mother turned to fakers. Among 
them, Rasputin, a dissolute, il- 
literate Siberian monk, became 
the most famous and favored. 
He appeared to possess a secret 
cure for the child’s bleedings— 
thus he gathered great influence 
with the Czarina, and much ha- 
tred among the people. 

Rasputin became the power 
behind the throne. He egged the 
Czarina on in opposing progress 
and reform. According to Alex- 
ander Kerensky, the unbalanced 
Empress and her “mad monk” 
were surrounded by German 
spies and agents, and worked 
with them in furthering a sepa- 
rate peace with Germany. It has 
been said that the Germans thus 
were able to locate and sink the 
ship which carried Lord Kitch- 
ener to his death.

December 30.—A palace revolt 
took place, planned by the aris- 
tocracy to dethrone the Czar. 
Rasputin was murdered by 
Prince Dimitri and Prince Yous- 
soupov. 

February, 1917.—Sever cold 
disorganized railroad transporta- 
tion. Signs of dissatisfaction all 
over Russia.

Kerensky provisional govern- 
ment arrived at Mohilev to take 
the Czar and Czarina to Tsars- 
koye Selo, where they were ar- 
rested. 


This duty had been entrusted 
to General Kornilov, commander 
of the Petrograd district. He 
hastened with his staff to the 
Little Palace, where he was re- 
ceived by the Empress. As he 
began to read the order of ar- 
rest, she waved her hands 
grily and exclaimed, “You need 
not continue.”

Then she asked Kornilov to 
leave the servants in the palace, 
and especially permit the sailor, 
Derevenko, to remain with the 
Archduke Alexis. Kornilov se- 
lected Colonel Kobylinski to 
take charge of the family, and 
agreed to let Derevenko to stay. 

April 16.—Lenin and his little 
group of revolutionaries arrived 
in Petrograd from Switzerland 
through Germany in a sealed car 
furnished by the German hig 
command. e 

In the Tsarskoye Selo—an es- 
tate of palaces, gardens and 
lakes built by Catherine I in 
1712-—-the Romanov family con- 
tinued to live as usual, except 
that some of the guards were 
boorish and refused to salute 
them. One even kept his cigaret 
in his mouth in the Czar’s pres- 
ence. None was allowed to cor- 
respond with the outside world, 
to receive strangers, or to leave 
the palace grounds. 

Meanwhile, chaos increased in 
the capital. The Kerensky re- 
gime became fearful of the safe- 
ty of the Romanovs, for the 
revolutionaries were demanding 
their death. The latter did not 
want Nicholas to escape abroad 
and lead a counter-revolution. 
From another direction, the 
British and German envoys 
were pressing for the release of 
the royal family. 


SENT TO SIBERIA 
TO ESCAPE MOB 


Finally, on August 14, the 
Kerensky government decided 
to remove the Romanovs to To- 
bolsk, in Siberia, “to save the 
imperial family from the anger 
of the Petrograd mob.” Tobolsk 
was an isolated town 2,000 miles 
from Petrograd. The prisoners 
traveled with their guards in 
two trains, and arrived after 
many difficulties and halts at 
4 p. m., August 19.

The Romanovs lived at To- 
bolsk in the governor’s mansion, 
and were allowed many liber- 
ties. They could attend church 
without guards, for _ instance. 
Life went on without any undue 
excitement. The parents occu- 
pied themselves with their five 
children, although the Czarina 
seldom left the upper floor, 
complaining that her heart trou- 
bled her. Still, the family suf- 
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fered from ennui because there 
was so little to do. 

The four girls played the 
piano and sang, also organized 
theatrical plays. But in the end 
they grew bored and spent much 
of their time gazing out of the 
window and envying the poor 
but free passers-by. These lat- 
ter did not appear hostile but 
merely curious. 

From all accounts, 
manov daughters were 
oughly wholesome girls. Olga 
Nicolaevna, 22, the eldest, was 
blonde, tall, cultured, She liked 
books and music. She was 
pleasant and sincere, so much so 
that people had often remarked 
that she was a “typical Russian 
girl.” 

Tatiana Nicolaevna, 20, had 
dark blonde hair, dressed smart- 
ly, enjoyed housework, was in- 
dependent in nature, and gen- 
erally mothered the rest of the 
family.

was a big stout, 
read much and 
possessed histrionic ability. On 
many occasions she raised the 
drooping spirits of the family by 
mimicking the people who held 
them captive. 

The family believed, without 
any doubts whatever, that 
eventually they would be freed 
or exiled. They knew that pow- 
erful friends in England and in 
Germany were working day and 
t for their liberation. 

Moreover, the counter-revolu- 
tionary elements were rising in 
all corners of the Empire against 
the Bolsheviks; the revolution 
seemed tottering. Many sympa- 
thizers of the Romanovs flocked 
to Tobolsk and conspired to free 
them; in fact, conspiracies got 
under way even before they ar- 
rived. 

It has been said that the Mos- 
cow Red government wished, for 
a while at least, that the Czar 
would escape, for many of the 
Red leaders were worried lest 
the execution of the family 
indignation of 
England. They 
were even more afraid of the 
anger of the German Kaiser, 
who had just forced Moscow to 
sign the humiliating Brest Li- 
tovsky peace treaty. The Ger- 
mans at that time could have 
occupied Petrograd at will. 

But the comparative peace 
and well-being of the Imperial 
family presently began to de- 
teriorate as more serious, rather 
than good-natured, revolution- 
ary officials came into control. 

demanded that the 
manovs be Kept in the city jail, 
rather than in a fine mansion. 
Radicals from Ekaterinburg 
were especially zealous -in their 
agitation against the captives. 

Early in 1918, a stricter order 
came from Moscow to cut down 
the allowance of the family to 
600 rubles per person a month. 
As a result, most of the servants 
were let go—which turned out 
to be most fortunate for them.

kovlev, arrived from Moscow 
with a retinue of 150 officials. 
His mission was to take charge 
of the family, and he brought 
with him an order to transfer 
them to Ekaterinburg. During 
the transfer, he placed the Czar, 
Alexis and Maria on a train for 
Omsk, with the alleged purpose 
of spiriting the Czar and his son 
out of Russia via Finland and 
Sweden. 

Yakovlev has remained some- 
thing of a mystery man. Some 
say he was an agent of Ger- 
many, others that he acted on 
confidential instructions from 
Moscow, still apprehensive of 
what might happen were the 
Romanovs executed. To have let 
the Czar escape would have 
been a way out of the dilemma. 

But the commissar’s efforts 
miscarried. The Ekaterinburg 
Reds blocked the train just one 
station outside of Omsk and 
forced the fugitives to detour to 
Ekaterinburg. 

Yakovlev fled back to Moscow 
and resigned his job as guard of 
the Romanovs. 

That marked the beginning of 
the end. 
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The family arrived at Ekater- 
inburg, largest town of Siberia, 
on the main rail line, at 2 a. m., 
May 23, and drove in fiacres to 
the home of Nicholas Niloyae- 
vitch Ipatiev, a local nobleman. 
It was a two-story mansion of 
some 20 rooms, built solidly of 
and To shut out 
the curious, the house was sur- 
rounded by a light, eight-foot 
fence. 

This house from that time on 
became known as the “House of 
the Special Purpose.” 
SUPERVISION OF FAMILY 
BECOMES MORE STRICT 

The prisoners occupied five 
rooms on the second floor, the 
rest being allotted to officials, 
guards and political police. Su- 
pervision of the family became 
much stricter than previously. 
Instead of the courteous and 
educated Yakovlev, the com- 
missar in charge was now the 
nalicious Yurovsky, and behind 
Yurovsky in Moscow stood the 
fanatical Coloshtchekin, whose 
influence among the Ekaterin- 
burg radicals was very great. 

However, conditions were 
neither bad nor alarming. The 
family got two meals a day from 
the “best” soup-kitchen of the 
local Soviet, heated on their 
own oil stove. They walked 
freely in the garden, and worked 
there among the flowers. Of 
course, they were not allowed to 
talk or communicate with out- 
siders. 

The guard at the mansion 
consisted of Latvian and Hun- 
garian Tchekists. The Hun- 
garians were war prisoners who 
had joined the revolution, while 
the Latvians were known as the 
most cruel among the Bolshe- 
viks. (The Tcheka, or Secret 
Police. later became the OGPU.)

erate the Czar, and that the lib- 
erated Czar might then unite all 
counter-revolutionary factions, 

On July 4 Commissar Yurov- 
sky sent a telegram to J. M. 
Sverdlov, chairman of the pow- 
erful All Russian Central Com- 
mittee, in Moscow. At the same 
time, Goloshtchekin rushed to 
Moscow to talk matters over 
with Sverdlov and Lenin. Mos- 
cow ordered that the Romanovs 
be put to death, this order 
reaching the Ekaterinburg au- 
thorities some time during July 
4-14, 

(That Moscow issued the or- 
der was to be proven by code 
messages which passed between 
the government and officials at 
Ekaterinburg.) 

Yurovsky called a secret trial, 
which was attended by Golosht- 
chekin — fresh from Moscow— 
and three other Red officials: 
Viokov, Safarov and Bieloboro- 
dov. They pronounced the Ro- 
manovs guilty and set the ex- 
ecution for midnight, July 16. 
The defendants, of course, were 
not present; indeed, they had not 
the faintest idea of what was in 
the wind. 

At 10 p. m., on the night of 
the scheduled slaughter, Yurov- 
Sky appeared at the Ipatiev 
house with several others. Med- 
vediev, Nitulin, Safarov, Voikov 
and Goloshtchekin told the Ro- 
manovs, who were still up, that 
Kolchak was nearing the town, 
and that it would be necessary 
to shift to another place of safe- 
ty. They must pack at once, he 
told them, and assemble in the 
basement. 

The family did as it was told. 
Somewhat crestfallen because 
they had hoped that Kolchak’s 
arrival would mean their deliv- 
erance, they dressed and packed, 
then marched down to the cel- 
lar. 

Three chairs were brought 
along. The Czar sat on one, the 
sick Alexis on another, attended 
by Derevenko, the sailor. The 
Empress occupied the _ third 
chair, her daughters grouped 
themselves behind her, and Dr. 
Bodkin, the family physician, 
stationed himself by a window. 

The maid-in-waiting, Mme. 
Demidove, brought two pillows. 
One she placed behind Alexis to 
make him comfortable, the other 
she pressed. to her own body— 
because it contained a box of 
jewels, all that had been saved 
from the grandiose past. 

Suddenly, at midnight, Yurov- 
sky burst in with the execution- 
ers and several members of the 
secret police. He began to read 
the death sentence: 

“Your relatives tried to save 
you. They have failed. Now we 
must shoot you.” 

The Czar was dumbfounded. 
He rushed to embrace Alexis. 
Yurovsky began firing. 

The first bullets struck the 
Czar, Alexis Was also hit, but 
did. not die at once. Yurovsky 
came near and put two more 
bullets into the child’s head. 

Simultaneously, the other ex- 
ecutioners opened fire with re- 
volvers. Soon the walls and 
floor were running with warm 
blood—the blood of the parents, 
the son, the daughters, Dr. Bod- 
kin, Derevenko, and Demidova, 
the maid-in-waiting. Some au- 
thorities also include among the 
victims a valet and a cook. 

Mme. Demidova was the last 
to fall, for the jewel box stopped 
some of the bullets. Like a cor- 
nered animal, she ran to the 
end of the room, clawed the 
walls, seeking escape. Finally 
the guards bayoneted her. 

Now the executioners began 
to examine the bodies. They 
found Anastasia still alive; in- 
deed, she had not been struck at 
all but had merely fainted. As 
they leaned over her, she re- 
vived, saw the blood, screamed, 
and was killed. Some say that 
the soldiers bludgeoned her with 
rifle butts after they pinned her 
leg to the floor with a bayonet 
thrust. (This gave rise to the 
hope that she escaped later.) 

During the shooting, the en- 
gine of the lorry which was to 
take the bodies away had been 
left running, so that even the 
neighbors heard nothing. The 
executioners had strict orders to 
keep the massacre secret, for 
Moscow had been telling the 
German ambassador, Count 
Mirbach, that the Romanovs 
were in no danger. Thus, for the 
time, the outside world learned 
nothing of the event. 

For two days, to avert suspi- 
cion, even sentries were posted 
around the Ipatiev house. 

On July 23, the local paper at 


Ekaterinburg reported that- the 
Czar had been executed, but 
that the rest of the family was 
safe. Neither the local authori- 
ties nor the authorities in Mos- 
cow Would admit that the entire 
family, along with their retain- 
ers, had been wiped out. 
JEWELS FOUND 

CLEVERLY CONCEALED 

Immediately after the shoote 
ing, all the bodies were piled 
into the lorry. They were driven 
to a néar-by wood, where Come- 
rade Voikov already had three 
barrels of gasoline and acid see 
creted, not far from an aban- 
doned coal pit which was called 
the ‘Four’ Brothers” because 
four trees had once grown there. 

The bodies were stripped of 
Whatever jewels had been se- 
creted. The grand duchesses had 
been clever in this—had woven 
diamonds and other precious 
stones around the yarn they had 
knitted into buttons and other 
articles. When they left Petro- 
grad, Anatasia’s corselet had 
weighed four pounds from the 
Jewels hidden in it. 

The dead were cut up 
knives, then treated with acid 
and soaked with gasoline. Then 
a torch was appdied to the grue- 
some pile. The destruction con- 
sumed three days, after which 
the meager remnants were 
thrown into the abandoned coal 
pit. 

It was a thorough job. vet 
peasants and investigators found 
many clues later — buckles 
teeth, broken jewels. The artifie 
cial Dridge of Dr. Botkin wag 
also recovered. 

Eight days after the massacre, 
Kolchak reached Ekaterinburg 
“to free fhe Czar of Russia.” _ 

The White Russian general ore 
dered an investigation by Nich- 
Olas Sokolof, presiding judge at 
Omsk. Many minor arrests were 
made, but the chief assassins es- 
caped with the retreating Red 
forces. Paul Medvediev, captain 
of the prison guard, was caught 
as he was about to dynamite a 
bridge over the Kama river. He 
was shot at once. 
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However, if this wholesale 
Slaughter of the Romanovs call- 
ed for vengeance, then Fa‘e 
seems to have turned the trick. 
Life did not deal kindly with 
the conspirators and the execu- 
tioners. One by one they met 
cruel and untimely ends. (Which 
is not to say that many others 
didn't meet the same ends in 
Russia in those days.) 


Lenin, father of the revolu- 
tion, died of a long and *#rrible 
illness. 


Sverdlov, who probably gave 
the order for the execution. dis- 
appeared without a trace from 
the house near Moscow in which 
he lived in seclusion without 
friends. 
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Goloshtchekin also disappear- 
ed. He was supposedly liqui- 
dated so that he could tell no 
tales. The same fate overtook 
Safarov and Nikulin. 

Commissar Yurovski, who 
fired the shots that killed the 
Czar, died in an insane asylum. 


Bieloborodov, another “judge” 
at the secret trial, returned to 
Moscow, was subsequently ac- 
cused of graft, and was “elimi- 
nated.” 


Voikov, another participant at 
the trial, became Red ambassa- 
dor to Warsaw. He probably 
thought the jinx had passed him 
by—until June 7, 1927, when a 
White Russian refugee assass- 
inated him at the Warsaw raile 
road station.

It is the custom to refer to her 
rather patronizingly as a critic 
and feminist, only. incidentally 
a writer. Contemporaries were 


often struck by “her nasal voice, 
her plainness, her peculiar man- 
nerisms, and her aggressive- 
ness,’ qualities which do not 
commonly endear one to one’s 
friends. Yet she had probably 
a wider circle of friends than 
any well-known figure of her 
time. 

This volume is devoted to 
Margaret Fuller the writer. All 
of her works are now out of 
print; mostly they exist only in 
form of race collectors’ items. 
She wrote industriously, and 
well; she was not a great writer, 
but she might have become one. 
For there is every indication in 
this volume that as a writer she 
was constantly growing in 
stature, and she died young. 
Her influence on contemporary 
criticism is said by the pub- 
lishers to have “equaled that of 
Edgar Allan Poe’’—that is a 
pretty tall order, but the evi- 
dence suggests that her influ- 
ence was widespread and pro- 
nounced. In addition to her vo- 
luminous work as a critic we 
find here included her “Summer 
On the Lakes,’ a brilliant ac- 
count of the then remote Amer- 
ican West: ‘‘Women in the Nine- 
teenth Century,’ commonly con- 
sidered her most. important 
work, and “Italy and the Roman 
Revolution.” a series of letters 
written to Horace Greeley’s 
“Tribune” from Rome, where her 
close acquaintance with Mazzini 
enabled her to penetrate below 
the surface and describe that 
upheaval with unaccustomed 
insight and power. Here oc- 
curred her celebrated love af- 
fair with the Marchese Ossoll; 
during the French siege of Rome 
she worked as a nurse with the 
revolutionaries, and after the 
capture of the city by Napo- 
leon's army she fled, with the 
Marchese and her daughter, in a

Undoubtedly her best work was 
yet to And in reference 
to her literary reputation it may 
be said that the same audience

We can do 
that hetter now: hence this large 
end arnate volume may prove 
of great future importance.

During the period that fond 
memory insists on recalling as 
The Gilded Twenties the late 
Charles Fort wrote lengthily 
about the mysteries of the uni- 
verse. It may be remembered 
that the period in question was 


rather notable for its intellec- 
tual activity. It was the Yogi 
period of American science, the 
“get rich quick” period Q 
American finance, a time 4 
tree sitters and marathon danc- 
ers and a questioning of matters 
that had for a long time been 
taken for granted. In the way 
of literature, that was also the 
period of Charles Fort. 

It was a time of questioning, 
yes. But it may be doubted that 
the entire decade produced an- 
other such a champion ll- 
around questioner as Charles 
Fort. Most of us questioned at 
intervals, and in driblets. In the 
way of arithmetic, for instance, 
we defied established dogma 
to the extent that if a quantity, 
A, was split four ways, we were 
pretty sure each fragment was 
worth much more than the en- 
tire preceding collection. But 
most Americans would insist 
that this was an isolated phe- 
nomenon, that it was confined 
to the Western Hemisphere, and 
that it had not been true until 
recently. Not so Mr. Fort. He 
questions anybody and anything. 
A straight line may be the short- 
est line between any two points 
—the statement as it stands has 
the weight of authority behind 
It, and it does sound pretty rea- 
sonable, in a way—but Mr. Fort 
is not sure. Now it must. be 
borne in mind that Mr. Fort 
does not often point out which 
other line is likely to be shorter 
—he is strong at tearing down, 
is Mr. Fort, but a poor builder- 
upper. Do reports come in from 
all parts of the world about a 
fall of red snow, a gritty, hard 
substance that looks like sand? 
Yes, they do, verily they do. 
Mr. Fort quotes the reports, ver- 
batim, and they are truly a cu- 
rious collection. Science ex- 
plains, after a fashion, but Mr. 
Fort does not believe. This red 
snow 1s not sand the Sa- 
hara, because Sahara sand is 
white, and this is red. This 
looks like the debris left over 
from a collision between two 
vehicles engaged in interplane- 
ary traffic; if it isn’t that it is 
something else, but it is cer- 
tainly not red sand.

New Book News

James Truslow Adams, the 
eminent historical writer, is the 
subject of two news items this 
week, 

First, he has completed a re- 
vision of “The Constitution of 
the United States” (Doubleday, 
Doran—$2.50), a standard work 
by James M. Beck, formerly 
solicitor general of the United 
States. He has added new ma- 
terial and has brought the vol- 
ume completely up to date. 

Secondly, “The Dictionary of 
American History” (Scribner’s), 
which Mr. Adams edited, won 
first place for the ‘outstanding 
reference book of 1940,’ in the 
fourth annual poll of reference 
librarians conducted by the H. 
W. Wilson Company. Of the ten 
titles suggested to librarians, this 
work led the list of books pub- 
lished in 1940 which were “so 
outstanding that they would be 
absolutely essential for refer- 
ence in college, public and school 
libraries, no matter how large 
or small.” 

Mr. Adams is the author of 
many books of distinction, in- 
cluding the Pulitzer price-win- 
ner, “The Founding of New 
England.” His “The Epic of 
America” is generally regarded 
as one of the best single volume 
histories of this country ever 
written. It has been translated 
into French, German, Danish, 
Hungarian, Italian and Swedish. 


Containing some 150 of the 
best articles which have appear- 
ed during the past 18 years, as 
well as scores of miscellaneous

Sal only the K-2, or the yellow filter, will be discussed. 
A filter which blue appears yellow because it transmits 
green and red light and these affect the eye as yellow. Therefore, 
a filter which reduces the amount of light in the blue region of the 
spectrum without unduly reducing light of other colors is the most 
useful to the average photographer. Such a filter is the yellow filter. 

The most common filters, other than the yellow, are the red and 
the green ones. These, however, in my opinion, give an over cor- 
rection and, therefore, are not recommendéd for the average 
amateur. 

In using the K-2 yellow filter, it should be remembered that the 
exposure must be doubled, or the diafram opened one stop. 

My advice to the average amateur is to buy and use only the 
yellow. filter. Its use in landscapes and outdoor scenes will put 
clouds in the sky (provided of course there were clouds in the sky) 
and will otherwise improve the tonal quality of your prints.

A Contract Signed 


A two-year contract has been signed by the 
CIO United Mine Workers and operators of the 
southern Appalachian coal region. The happy 
conclusion of the conferences came after four 
months of discussion and after several seeming 
deadlocks had threatened a shut down of the 
mines, whose product is so essential to the 
national defense effort. 

Fortunately, this is America where signa- 
tories to contract, agreement or treaty are in 
the habit of observing the honor of their names 
and living up to each clause of such agreement 
for the life of the contract. If it were in Hitler's 
Europe, where contracts and treaties are made 
only to survive the convenience of the signer, 
the anmouncement would be of no significance. 

But, in this country, we now know, com- 
pletely, that there will be no further disputes 
between the miners and the mine operators for 
two years at least. The contract provides that. 

Outstanding in the new contract is elimina- 
tion of the former wage differential in favor 
of southern operators as compared to northern 
operators. One reason advanced for this dif- 
ferential has been discrimination in railroad 
freight rates in favor of the north. If this is 
true, the ICC or other responsible government 
agency should immediately set to work to 
rectify the injustice and place southern opera- 
tors on a par with their northern neighbors in 
this important item in cost of operation, to 
match the equality now accepted in so far as 
wage scales are concerned.

On Quality of Vegetables 


More and more emphasis is be-; are pale and _ colorless. Deep | 


ing placed on the quality of vege- 


tables grown in the home garden, | 


and greater attention is being ¢di- 


rected to the garden-grown foods | 
that are considered most impor-| 


tant to a well-rounded diet. 

An unusually large number of 
inquiries have been received this 
season by the Ferry-Morse See 
Company, of Detroit, regarding 
the vitamin content :of certain 
vegetables, and the latest devel- 
opments and improvements. This 
is partly due to the publicity given 
defense gardening. Interest also 
has been stimulated by the gov- 
ernment’s health-building dietary 
program recently launched in 
Washington by tne National Nu- 
trition Conference for Defense. 

The present farm-labor short- 
age is very serious in some sec 
tions of the United States, and 
home gardeners are being encour- 
aged to grow as much vegetable 
produce as can be utilized. All au- 
thorities point out that garden- 
fresh vegetables are invaluable for 
the flavor and variety they im- 
part to a menu, as well as for 
their precious vitamins. 

Importance of Vitamins. 

The national defense program 
emphasizes the importance of vi- 
tamins, especially in vegetables, 
and research is making speed in 
bringing out helpful information. 

Vitamin C vegetables, because 
of their anti-scurvy attributes, are 
coming in for great attention at 
this time, according to Ferry- 
Morse experts. This group 
cludes: lettuce, green ' peppers, 
celery, onions, raw turnips, cu- 
cumbers, radishes, raw cabbage, 
and tomatoes. The health of the 
teeth, gums and blood vessels is 
protected by these foods. 

The leafy green vegetables that 
supply vitamins A, B and C (the 
pellagra-preventive vitamin) such 
as spinach, kale, collards, broccoli 
and the like, are also a very im- 
portant group. Vitamin A is also 
found in carrots, squash, beet tops 
and yellow corn. This is the 
anti-infective vitamin. 

Two Factors To Note. 

Two factors should be noted— 
the carrot vitamins are easily de- 
stroyed by cooking any length of 
time, and young carrots are the 
richest in vitamins. When grated 
raw they can be introduced into 
various items of diet for children. 
The gardener’s tip is to make re- 
peated sowings of carrots. all 
through the season and pull them 
when voung and tender. 

Lack of vitamin A appears to 
hamper the vision of night driv- 
ers, and carrot juice 
becoming a favorite drink of per- 
sons who do a lot of driving at 
night. Pilots of British night fight- 
ing planes are reported to use 
carrot juice to improve night 
vision. 

Many gardeners are

Midsummer is' probably the 
most trying period for grass in our 
section of the country. In the first 
place, we usually have rather light 
rainfall and, course, accompa- 
nied by very high temperatures 
which, when one follows the other 
closely, tends to bake the soil; in 
addition, the fact that our Mwns, 
except for the hilly ones, have a 
considerable amount of clay, 
which easily bakes. 

Speaking generally, we have a 
very difficult lawn problem due 
to the section of the country 
which we live. We are just a 
tle too far south for best 
with Kentucky Blue Grass, Triv 
alis, or Creeping Bent, and we are 
just a little too far north for Cen- 
tipede, Carpet or St. Augustine 
grasses. However, we don’t want 
to move, so we will have to dupli- 
cate ideal conditions as nearly as 
| possible to maintain a beautiful 
| lawn. 

} We want to divide the discus- 
'sion of our lawn problem into two 
classes; first, the semi-shady or 
/shaded lawn on which we plant 
either the lawn mixtures or Ken- 
tucky Blue Grass, and the second

Semi-Shady or Shaded Lawns. 

Grass growing in the shade has 
a very difficult problem of finding 
enough food, moisture and air. If 
there is any doubt in your mind 
as to how much food a tree con- 
sumes, the next time you are rid- 
ing in the country simply observe 
a cultivat.d field.of corn or cotton 
in which there located a tree. 
You will notice that the crop be- 
gins to show the effect of the sup- 
ply of food-and moisture consid- 
erably beyond the reach of the 
branches of the tree and from that 
point the crop, whatever it might 
be, gradually becomes dwarf and 
its color shows from a deep green 
to a light, hungry-looking green. 

Nature usually provides a rich 
mulch under the frees with rotted 
leaves, but this is contrary to our 
desire on the home lawn. We 
want these leaves removed 
promptly to give the lawn a clean 
appearance. This removal can be 
replaced in the form of plant foods 
and humus materials. 

The second cultural directions 
for lawns is constant fertilization. 
Although the selection of the par- 
ticular kind or brand of fertilizer 
important, that is not as im- 
portant as the constant fertiliza- 
tion, regardless of the kind = or 
brand of fertilizer used. We mean 
by constant fertilization the ap- 
plication of a small amount of fer- 
tilizer at least once every three 
or four weeks. 

Light Fertilization. 


There was a time when most 
lawn experts, seedsmen and gar- 
deners recommended a heavy ap- 
plication of fertilizer about once 
or twice each year. But that time 
has passed. Because of the fact 
that grass constantly growing 
and constantly requiring more 
food, it has been found that lighter 
applications of fertilizer are more 
'satisfactory and particularly im- 
portant during the summer 
months, when the grass is grow- 
ing so fast. 

There was a time when most 
lawns were fertilized with stable 
manure. This is a very fine plant 
food, since it supplies not only the 
food, but the humus also. The one

The Sunny Lawn. 

The easiest lawns grow here 
are our sunny ones, the Ber- 
muda grass-rye grass combination 
is very. satisfactory. 3ermuda 
grass grows easy and rapidly, be- 
ing green from the middle of April 
until the middle of October. Rye 
grass can be planted after the first 
of September and will-stay green 
until the following: June. since 
we are approaching the season of 
the year in which rye grass should 
be planted, it is important that we 
give the Bermuda grass a little 
extra attention, remove the weeds 
and encourage a -good healthy 
stand of Bermuda at the same 
time. Bermuda grass seems to re- 
spond especially well to the use of 
cottonseed meal sheep manure, 
We would like to quote from a 
bulletin issued by the National 
Cotton Seed Products Association, 
Inc., in regard to the use of cot- 
tonseed meal as a fertilizer: 

wee However, there are t!mes 
when cottonseed meal can be prof- 
itably applied direct to the soil 
a fertilizer. All three of the 
essential plant foods—nitrogen, 
phosphoric acid and potash, are 
found in cottonseed meal. A ton 
of the meal contains an average of 
141 pounds of nitrogen, 52 pounds 
of phosphoric acid and 36 pounds 
of potash. 

Gottonseed Meal. 

“Cottonseed meal broadcast at 
the rate of about 600 pounds per 
acre, and worked well into the soil 
a month or two before planting 
‘will be very beneficial on garden 
and truck crops. In soil that 
“tight” a mixture of cottonseed 
meal and hulls will tend to loosen 
up the soil and put it into better 
physical condition. Luxuriant golf 
greens and lawns are the result 
when cottonseed meal is used as a 
fertilizer, applying the meal early 
in the spring before the grass 
starts its new growth. Again, our 
little cotton seed—through its 
byproducts, cottonseed meal and 
hulls—proves of economic value 
because

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T A big Democratic dinner some time 
ago, President Roosevelt leaned over 
to Jack Garner and, in effect, said: 

“Jack, if anything happens to me | want 
you to appoint Pa Watson as ambassador to 
Belgium.” 

That was when there was a free Belgium 


and Garner was Vice-President. And this. 


was Mr. Roosevelt’s way of showing his 
affection for the big, good-natured, story- 
telling Virginian whom you frequently see at 
the President’s side in photographs — the 
mar? who gives him sunshine when the world 
looks pretty dark. 

Pa — he is Major General Edwin P. Wat- 
son on the Army rolls — serves as the mili- 
tary aide on whose arm the President leans 
at public occasions. (Incidentally it -takes a 
strong physique for this job because of the 
President’s lameness.) In addition, having 
taken over the job held by Marvin McIntyre 
until he became ill, Pa is one of President 
Roosevelt’s secretaries and is the regular 
channel through which callers pass to the 
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President. Naturally he has a large say as to 
who sees the President and who doesn’t. He 
is said to be a past master in the weeding-out 
process. 

An impatient Congressman trying to break 
through an overcrowded engagement calendar 
will find Pa so persuasive that he will end 
up by commiserating with Pa about his ardu- 
ous responsibilities. In his rich Southern 
drawl, Pa will sav something like this 

“I declare, Congressman, this has got me 
terribly upset. Honest to goodness, I jes don’t 
see how you can possibly get in todav. The 
President is goin’ to be terribly put out when 
I tell him you called, too. I jes declare, 1 don’t 
know what we’re goin’ to do.”’ 

He will be just as painstaking with a body 
who hasn’t the slightest genuine reason to see 
the President. 

The mud turtle on the banks of the Chatta- 
hoochee River down in Alabama has had a 
great influence on the life of Pa. Although he 
was brought up a Virginian, he was actually 
born in Alabama, because in those days 
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mothers went scooting home to their mothers 
to have children, and that is what Pa’s 
mother did. 

In his boyhood he used to go back to 
Alabama a lot because his grandfather oper- 
ated a boat on the river and he could ride 
with him. The comfortable slowness and the 
thriftiness of energy on the part of the mud 
turtle made a deep impression on him. He saw 
that the turtle moved slowly through life, 
usually got. what he wanted and outlived its 
brother animals who were full of pep. In fact 
the turtle was the subject of about as intense 
study as Pa would like to give to anything. 
although occasionally he has had to apply 
himself more diligently. 

Take World War No. 1, for instance, in 
which Pa served as a young officer ten years 
out of West Point. Here was a time when 
there was no question of wasted energy. A 
man had to move surely and he had to move 
quickly — or else. Particularly back of the 
Fifth and Sixth Marines at Belleau Woods in 
June, 1918 — the open-country warfare of 


the First World War that electrified the world. 
There wasn’t the trench protection of the 
other fronts, except such a trench as a man 
might dig with his own squirming body while 
trying to make himself invisible in the rain of 
machine-gun bullets and shrapnel. Pa was 
commanding an artillery battalion in the fa- 
mous Second Division, and his orders were 
to get his guns up there and help those boys. 
He executed those orders, and did it so speed- 
ily and masterfully that he was cited for 
gallantry. He was awarded his own country’s 
Silver Star and France’s Croix de Guerre, 
and he was recommended for the Distin- 
guished Service Cross (which for some reason 
they ve never got around to giving him). 

In September he fought in the St. Mihiel 
offensive and was again cited by our army 
and the French for gallantry, and given the 
Oak Leaf Cluster for his Silver Star and a 
Palm for his Croix de Guerre. 


Gave Washington a Turn 


Bu: after the war the old turtle philosophy 
cropped up again. Pa was assigned as military 
attaché to Belgium, the Netherlands and 
Luxemburg. It was an awful chore to attend 
the military maneuvers that were always be- 
ing held by these countries and having to 
report his observations to the Washington 
government. Such a waste of energy outraged 
Pa’s nature. So he worked out an arrangement 
with the British military observer whereby 
they would alternate on observing and give 
each other a duplicate report. The eyes of the 
military intelligence in Washington almost 
popped out one day when they got a report 
liberally sprinkled with references to “‘Your 
Majesty.” 

Before Pa got to be one of the Presidential 
secretariat — when he was just the Presi- 
dent’s military aide— he ran into the late 
Secretary of the Navy Claude A. Swanson at 
a social gathering. A mutual friend attempted 
to introduce them. 

“Mr. Secretary,’’ he said, “do you know 
Pa Watson?” 

“TI ought to,” replied Swanson. “I had to 
appoint him to the Military Academy three 
times.” 

That was stretching it a bit, but it is a 
fact that Swanson, who roomed with Pa’s 
father at college, had to appoint him twice. 
Pa resigned in the first year when he realized 
he couldn’t make the grade in mathematics. 
Like many another youngster he had never 
been able to see the need of higher mathe- 
matics, and the study of it required plenty of 
mental effort. Yet if mathematics had to be 
learned, he supposed he might as well do it. 
He went to Boston Tech to bone up and then 
went back to the academy. 

It was at West Point that Pa acquired his 
nickname. There was another big and physi- 
cally powerful Watson in his class, and the 
cadets decided to call one Pa and the other 
Ma. 

‘*] got the break that time.’’ Pa chuckles. 


Aide to Wilson 


GS rraNcELY enough, it was Admiral Cary T. 
Grayson, another story-telling Virginia gen- 
tleman, favorite companion of President 
Wilson, who got Pa on at the White House. 
Grayson brought Pa to serve as a junior aide 
to Wilson at the Paris Peace Conference, and 
Pa continued to serve with Wilson awhile 
after the latter’s return to Washington. 

In 1933 Grayson had charge of Roosevelt’s 
first inaugural celebration. The President 
Elect called Pa down from his assignment tn 
New York as an artillery mstructor to assist 
in the inaugural program. In a few weeks he 
was assigned as the President's military aide 

It was Steve Early, though, who was re- 
sponsible for Pa’s present position. The Presi- 
dent started out with Louis Howe, McIntyre 
and Early as his secretaries. Howe died. 
leaving McIntvre and Early to carry the load. 
Jimmy Roosevelt came in for a while, then 
left for the movies. MclIntyre’s health broke, 
leaving Early alone to carry on the tremen 
dously increased secretarial work. This was 
the situation in the middle of 1939. The White 
House was looking for somebody else, but the 
President wants only intimate friends in posi- 
tions of this character, friends before whom 
he can think out loud, friends whom he can 
receive in his bedroom. He wants them to be 
like members of the family. Steve hit upon 
Pa, who with his good-fellowship and gay 
lightheartedness had worked his way into 
the intimate circle.

the lobster boiled, then split while 
hot, buttered and broiled quickly just 
to “‘burn’’ a little and be given a 
broiled flavor. Then, instead of beat- 
ing the claws with a hammer — which 
is of very little use on shells made less 
brittle by boiling — cut a big piece 
out of the top of each claw with 
kitchen shears. Thus, at table, vou 
merely eat the meat with a fork. But 
if vour lobster has been live-broiled 
and cracked with a hammer, you 
have to disjoint the claws in your 
fingers, and struggle to get the meat 
out, and you need a finger bow! 


Don’t Be Ferocious 


In EATING green corn, attack it with 
as little ferocity as possible. Handles 
set on prongs are liked by most peo- 
ple. If you take your napkin and hold 
the ear bv both ends, it’s very hard 
not to get butter on vour napkin. 
In anv when the ear is coo! 
enough to take in your. fingers, you 
merely butter half the length of a 
double row, eat that, then butter 
another half length and so on. To cut 
each through with a knife to 
make it tender is quite proper, if you 
have a sharp Knife and handle it ski}/- 
fully, but it 1s obviouslv a dangerous 
thing to let young children try to do.

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The answers to whether the follow- 
ing foods may be eaten rn the fingers 
make a contrasting collection of veses 
and noes. Saratoga potatoes, yes 
French fried potatoes, no; bacon, if 
so drv that it flies into pieces when 
cut with a fork, yes. Chicken wings, 
no. Drumstick, positively no (except 
at picnic). Chops, no—the chop 
frills are decoration 

It 1s scarcely necessary to add that 
children, if they are allowed to eat 
chicken wings in their fingers and 
drumsticks in their fists, are begin- 
ning bad habits that will be hard to 
break. This is, of course, something 
that each parent has to decide 

Artichokes are, of course, always 
eaten in the fingers. The leaves are 
pulled off at their dry end and the 
edible end is dipped into the sauce, 
and then bitten off. When the leaves 
are all pulled off, the thistle-like cen- 
ter 1s carefully scraped with the knite 
and the solid center underneath 1s then 
eaten with a fork. It 1s quite correct 
to cut this center with your knit 
Don’t, whatever you do, pour the hot 
hollandaise sauce or hot butter or 
French dressing over your artichoke, 
since there is no way of eating it ex- 
cept by pulling the leaves off, one by 
one, in your fingers. Artichokes, by 
the way, are always served as a sepa- 
rate cours¢ 


Provide Proper Tools 


Harp-suevtep crabs are rarely eaten 
at table — they are primarily a picnic 
food. But if you like to serve them, 
you should have the little pronged 
lobster picks, or else ordinary nut 
picks, to be used in addition to the 
fingers in pulling them apart. At 
picnics or at clam bars at beaches, 
quahaugs are eaten out of the shell 
with lemon juice or Worcestershire 
sauce sprinkled on them. Steamed 
soft clams, on the other hand, are 
very popular for lunch or for supper. 
The way to eat these —if you eat 
more than just the soft part with your 
fork is to take the black nubbin 
with your fingers, lift the whole clam 
out of the shell, dip it into butter, 
and then put it whole in vour mouth, 
and pull off the nubbin 

It 1s correct, of course, to eat all 
whole fruits in the fingers even at 
dinner parties. A banana is either 
sliced with a knife and eaten with a 
fork, or held in its skin and peeled 
down little by little as it is bitten off. 
Pears and apples and peaches are 
peeled and quartered and the fruit 
eaten 1n the fingers or else with a fork. 
Oranges are eaten almost every way. 

But of all the “finger foods’’ that 
are misnamed, the most conspicuous 
are crumpets and, to a scarcely less 
degree, English muffins — each de- 
liciously dripping with butter. When 
these are served, not only a fork but 
also a knife is absolutely essential. 

Flat slices of lemon for iced tea are 
dropped in the glass and pressed 
against the bottom with a_ spoon. * 
When cut in quarters, the juice may 
be squeezed out with the fingers. 
Although not a finger question, this 
is perhaps a good time to note that 
leaving the spoon in an iced tea glass 
— even while drnking from it — 1s 
entirely proper.

banned Hindu to come in and cook a 
special curry, but very often at one 
of his barbecue parties, for which he 
has invented a number of his own 
recipes and where he likes to super- 
vise the cooking personally. He 1s an 
authority on barbécues and has given 
us excellent recipes. 

All this, however, makes only a 
one-dimensional picture of Clarence 
Brown, and he has a good many di- 
mensions.

But in 1915 when his plant 
was converted to making munitions 
instead of cars, he went as assistant 
director to Maurice Tourneur who 
was engaged in the production of 
**Trilby.”’ 

Then America’s entry into the First 
World War arrested Mr. Brown’s ac- 
tivity in motion pictures. He became 
an aviator, transport pilot and fiving 
instructor. He still loves to fly, holds 
a full commercial license, pilots his 
own private plane, and ts planning to 
take his vacation 1n a solo flight of two 
months or so over the United States 
and South America.

““Many houses in the United States, 
from the most luxurious to the most 
modest, have barbecue pits or out- 
door fireplaces, these days,’ Mr. 
Brown says. “But even if you haven’t 
the remotest sign of a back yard, you 
can still be a ‘barbecue’ host. Find a 
spot on your picnic where there are 
stumps to sit on, rocks for an oven, 
plenty of wood for a fire and, if pos- 
sible, a cold spring. 

“Choose the driest, sandiest spot 
for your fire,’’ he goes on. “‘In the 
form of an arc, place several substan- 
tial rocks, and then on top, a little 
root of flat stones. Consider the direc- 
tion of the wind so that the flames 
blow against the rocks and send the 
reflected heat to brown the food. 

“Note well, however, that it is vital 
to guard against leaving dangerous 
sparks or fire behind you.’’ 

Mr. Brown’s cabob and pimiento 
toast recipes are particularly simple, 
not expensive, and are very delicious. 


The lamb and beefsteak recipes are 
somewhat more elaborate, but by dint 
of preparing in advance, at home, the 
mixture in which the chops are to 
soak, or likewise making at home the 
tomato sauce for the beefsteak, the 
number of ingredients and dishes to be 
transported will be modest. And as 
for the simply marvelous barbecue 
sauce, that, too,.can be made in ad- 
vance.
